Hig Arrival in New York Yesterday —
How the Freacher Monk Looks,
Acts, Bpeaks, and Deports
Himgelf Generally.

From the N, ¥, Tribiine af to<lam,

The great French pulplt orator whose ol protest
sguinst the Ultramontane tendoenciea wialeh ay pros
sont control his churoh, wmst even threnten to control
the Ecnmenical Council, (8 81 present & guest of our
city, Father lyacinthe, wheae depurture for the
United States was recently anoounced by cahlo,
arrived yesterday In the Prench steamer  Perolre,
and now stays at the Firth Avenne Hotel, A nom-
wer of visltors called there during the day to pay
Lhielr respecis o the greal proudcler, bot only & few
had the pleaswre of being admitted, The Father was
groatly Intigned by the voyage, and ilealred te retire
&t an early hour.  Among those who Dad & protractaed
interview with lim was a representative of the
Tribune.

The converaation was partly of a private and per
sonnl charpcter, and not sujted for pithlieation.
Fatlier Hyacinthe i, however, entivoly frank about
hig fptentions amd his present sicaation, li-'. lusired
it 1o be uiderstood that he stil] (s & oman Catholic
He hias never been, hesays, an Uiteuanontane ; s kot
now oo never will be,  But he denies thiwt there 18
any reason for identifying Ultvamoutanism with the
Catholte Chureh. Me indnlges the lirm hope that
the eonnetl will not, a9 (s commaily uwnticipated,
consolitate the Ultramaontane theories and constitiute
them the creod of the Chuarel s bt that, on the don-
frary, it wiil lenve tho door wide open for those who,
ke himselr, have boen throughont [ifo the deyotel
chumpions of # move lberal construction of the
Cathiolio doctrines, and who in particalar have de-
fended the ontire lnrmony between the Christian re-
ligion and the great achievemants of the civillzation
of the nineteenth centory, Fathor Hyacinthe ex-

presaly declares g full concurfence lo the sentl-

ments of Father Lacordalre, who died, asconding to
his own words, “an impenitent liberal,” and of Count
Montalembert, who recently, from hig sick bed,
(which he expocts to be soon his dying bed), sent a
stirring letter to the “liberal pricsts and laymen of
Germany,” exhorting them to have conrage, as
without the cvourageous profession of the llberal
Cotholies” the “Chureh woulidd soon be lost inthe
senseless trinmph of o faosntleal bigotism.”  Falher
Hyacinthe eXprogses his addmiration of the wise and
muoderate worls of the German bishops lately assem-
Nied ot Folde, which he thinks caunot  fall
o exert o most  salntary infuence.  To the
guestion what conrae of action he wonid pursne, if,
48 the common anticipation now 18, the majority of
the Bishops asgembled in Rome shoald expresaly
ganction the ultra-Papal theories of the Homan Ses,
and leave no root in the Charch for any who utterly
repudiate those theories, the Fatlier raplied that this
guesuion will not come up for consideration until the
resolotions of the councll shall be known. He has
no fixed programme yet as to his movements in the
United States, He has come over to #ee and to study
the conntry of which he bas been 50 1ong an ardent
admirer. In his addresses he has often in masterly
cloguence traced the greatness of s conntry to its
open Bibie and fts popalar aud free religton, and he
wants 1o #ee with his own t?'wa whoiher the actaal
picture corresponds with his fdea.  After a fow
woeoeks or months he expects to rotarn 0o Feanoe )
hie may or may not go to the Ecnmentond Councl:
heyond thiat no programme has beon laid out for the
mture, But the strong basls of Wis religions bellef,
on which he dwells with particilar emphasis, 15 the
beliefr in the divinity of Christ, In the Inspieation of
the Seriptures, and the excollenee of the Christinn
civillzation of the nineteenth contury,

Father Hyacigghe (s now in the prime of his man-
lhwod, He was Born In 1587 at Orlewas, stodied at
Pau, where his father was rector of the Academy.
Having, at the age of elghteen, enterad the Semi-
pary of Saint Sulplee, he was, after fonr yvears of
theologleal studles, ordaloned priest, and goon after
cilled as Professor of Philogophy to the Ssminary of
Avignon, Later he became I'rofessor of Theology ut
Nantes, After that he wns for several yoars con-
pected with the parish of Saint Sulplee in Paris.
Feoling a voeation 1o the monastic e, e spent two
yoears (o the novitiate of the Carmelite Convent of
Lyons, then jolucd that ovder, and at once produged
a sensntion by his brilllant sermons. He preached
the Advent sermons at TBordeanx in 1804,
Lent sermons at Perigeux in 1564 and in the
snmmer of the same year went to Pacis, whoen at the
Church of Madeleine, and later at Notre Dame, he
achleved o great and brilliant snccess, Every sue-
cessive year increasol 1his success; mod his reputa-
tion as one of the greatest Hving pulpit orators, not
opnly of France but of the whole Christian world,
was undisputed In any quarter. No great jonrnal of
T s country or of Burope has falled Lo tell its renders
about the brilliant oratory of Fatlier Hyacluthe and
long before hls bold protest fliled the world with
amazement, Father Hyacinthe’s name was known [u
every part of the Christian world,

Father Hyaointhe, sccording to his own state-
ments, ]u.nulwndn been a Liberal, aidd opponent of
Ultramontance theories.

attacked by lliness, Father Hyacinthe confined him-
self attl antirely within the Hmits of the Instroc
tioms given him by his superiors ; the commencem ent
of his disconrse was cold and nnlmpassioned, and
failed to excite any enthusiasm in e andlence : swil-
denly, however, he followed his own inspiration, and
uttered an eloguent apostrophe on the want of Lro-

The Richmond Dispatel of yesterday gives the fol-
lowing sketeh of Lientenant-Governor John ¥,
Lewis, of Virginla, who last evenlng recelved the
nomipation for the United States Senatorship from
the Walker Legistative cancns, amd will andonhtedly

Loewis 18 o name well known  throughont Virgiuia,
It has been worn by many of her best citizens in
colonial snd revolutionary times, and fn the present
day. Nota few membars of the family have been
honored with positions of trust g the State sl
Nutional Governments, The snlijoct of thid sketeh s
a son of Genvral Samuel 1. Lewis, of Rookingham,
a mau of pousial talents ond doe sttadiiments, re-
coently deceaged,  He has always Hved In the neigh-
borhool of hig birthplace, wnl, devoting himsell to
agricultore, hns, by Industry and honest dealing,
amnssed o competoney for s fmily,  Ie has never
dabbled In politics, but iz opinlons on. public uialrs
arealways clearly deiinge I, "Tukly  expressad, and
generally known to the people of his county. In
1560 they elected him by a handsome majority to the
State Conventlon. Ag a cundidate e proclaimed
hlmse . wn unconditional Untonist, and a8 a member
of the Convention every vote cast proved hine falth-
i to his pledges.  Consclentions tn the belief thiat
thetrone wellare of Vieginia depended upon her wil-
herence to the Federal Governmant, he gtaod out,
likea Lewis, to the last, and wis one of the feow
members who persistently refusod to sign the ondl-

UP IN A BALLOON,

Perilous Posltion of nn “Eronaut Threo Miles
Above Enrth—His Flugers Frozen, and his
Body Almost Puralyzed -Marvellous Escape
from Death.

Among the wonderfal em'lroa from death by
wronants 18 to be recorded the followlng, of which
the Saginaw (Mich.) Enferprise speaks thos:—On the
occasien of Professor La Mountain's recent hallaon
ascension from Bay Clty he met with o terrible ad-
venture, and very narrowly equrwd death,

The balloon was filled before starting to 1ta ntmost
tenslon, but owing to recent repairs Jeaked badly,
50 that After one of twWo unsuccessful attempts Mr
Headley, who was to have accompanled Professor
La Mountain, was obliged to got oat of the car. Mr.
Headley had the eatables, inntruments of observa-
tion, and tissue ot used £o mscertaln the ascemd-
ing force of the balloon, and as he stepped out of
the car, before he could tranafer the articles named,
those who had hokd of the car 1t go, anid the balloon
shot up with a rapidity that carried [t to an altitude
of two miles within a few minutes, A perfect gale of
wind was blowing at the time, and & moment after
rain ana sleet commenced falling. ‘The balloon waa
still nscending when lost to might inachud. Pro.
fessor Le Mountain, in relating his experience,
says that It became all @ once lntensely cold.
The cloud he entered wis one swimming mass of
snow Nekes, interspersed with ratn, which formed a
Iroat work on the netting of the balloon. The cloud
with the snow-flaked formlog and fying hither and
thither hail, as he expressed it the appeara of a
ciond of steam through which the sight could not
penctrate, The earth was luet to view. By tearing
up bis tamiRerchie! and throwing out shreds he he-
oanme consclons that he was passing upwards with
wonderinl rapllity, and alopg with the current of
the air castward towards the lnke, Nothing wns
diseernible but the thickenlog mist, snd overhesd
his balloon, which, as the afr beesme Hghter, hod
expanded the thin cloth covering to s ntm st
length,  Fearful that e mitght be carrled (nto 1he
lake, and without a pound of ballust to regolate
his descent, he reached for the valve rope
with the Intention of lowerlng himself geadually, 1o
ltis surprige the valve would not open, The rain and
glect necumulating on the top of the ballooy had
frozen the valve so tight as to resist the pressare
from helow, Patting his whole strength to the task,
le gave & strong pull on the rope, pulling out the
lron staples uttachiog the rope to the valve, the rope
falling down into the car. The balloon was mount-
[ng up fastor than ever. It had passed the storm
clond, whith was & mile below, nnd the heavens
dbove wore a8 clear, and the sun shining as bright,
s ar midday in Jone, But the alr wias very cold,
and La Mountain was benumbed with cold. But
little time w8 lost in speculation,
He had attained o  helgnt ol  over three
miles, The balloon <could not  buarst for
when the expiansion hecima o great the gas could
escape from the fue or valye below, which was open §
but he wis fearfu! of being carried into or over the
lnke without having made preparations for sach an
event. Mounting the hoop overhead he reached, for
bis Knife only to find that he had left it on the
gronnd. Clloging to the ropes with one hand, with
the other, amd s fecth, alter some exertion, he
guccesdod in tearing ut ln the bialloon from the
hottom ten or Ulteon fee! upwurds. Then sorving
the sppnsiie slde rsuTie way, e desosnded o the
car to wateh the progress. During this operation
the endds of the lngers of bo hands had hecome
frozen.  Fora few wloutes the balloon kept ascend-
ing, and ten, a5 the gas eédcaped It reached an
eq[u!]m.'.-i--. e moment after commencod gradoe-
ally to descend to the earth. Every instant in-
creased s dowanward  specd.  The  Profess
Ror says that he  heard  the  cloth  tearing,
the rents enlurging, outil, with o crash that
sounded llke a death-knell, the cloth gave way to
the pressurs, opening a Seam on both sides from the
bottom to the top,  The gas escaped instaatly, leay-
ing not a thousand enbie feet, while the air rushed
in, illlng up the vacunum, the balloon acting as a
parachute. The Prolessor gives it as his oplnion
that at the helght of two miley there was nol a foot
of gas in the balloon. The eloth, bellying oot
formed a stropg resistunce to the atmosphere, and
retarded the descent, e remembers Jdistinetly
passing throngh & clowd, and the sensatlon on re-
gaining sight of the earth.  He hasg an almost indls-
tinct recollection of asproaching the aarth’a sar-
e, A dull moaniong ke the surging of
the wavea grecting his  ears, the fdapping of
the ¢loth became logder, and a moment
after he became onconscloud  On regainiog
his senses he fonnd hiinself lylng in the woods, and
his balloon was some yardd distant. Several per-
gong who had seen the balloon descend had come to
the seone and were standing near, They afterwards
uekigted hime  His arms and legs were badly brulsed,
and himsell stunned, but no bones were broken or
internal fnjury sustained, [hespo’ where he fell is
seven miles from Bay Oy, He stopped over night
it a farm house near by, and yesterday morning re-
turned to Bay City. The thue that he was (n the air
wias less than thirty minutes, and the reason that he
was not carrled further was on accouut ol passing
thirough different currents of air.
